It has 
counted for something, but fo|r 
far too little, in a college cotir^n. 

If inspi/jedijaUcTa-auJ^*^ y'*" 4^ 
teaching, to try for a higher ed- 
ucation, he or shehad vlrt^lly^tioi 
begin at the bottom Mg4in,'doi^ 
ling over what had already Mtti 
learned in a way, Ift th* witttt" 
of time, experience and training 
in the normal was practicfiUy a 
dead loss. | 

Dean McDougle aptly and ford'i 
ibly describes this reittut whh.tltt 
jjhrase "lost motion." The liclc 
of proper, close co-ordination tlf 
the normal school with th^ cbl- 
lege has thus negatively cost tm 
state thousands of thoroughly Ed- 
ucated men and women. Aftir 
spending a year or two in the 
normal to fit themselves for a 
sort of success in the schoolroom, 
the young man and the yoiing 
woman have felt that they coUU 
not afford to throw away thi 
time and the training it gave, 
even though superficial, in order 
to get through college, 

This loss, though negative, had 
been a sore one for the state. 
One of Kentucky's gravest needs 
is more educated men and wo- 
men ; yea, and more scholars, 
too. Oh, no, the educated man 
and the scholar are not usually 
one, though they sometimes are 
The scholar- includes the edu- 
cated man as a part, 'only as a 
part. We must get pv<r the im- 
pression that all educated men 
arc scholars ; far from it— not one 
in a dozen of the educated is alto 

a scholar. 

I lie two deans of the state 
normals may feel that they Iwve 
wrought out such a plan as will 
carry the normal, school gradu- 
ate with credit up through the 
sophomore year in college^ \yj)<in 
leaving the state normal to ti^ach 
in the public schools, he and she 
will know their scholastic where- 
abouts- that when they choose to 
turn students again they will en- 
ter college at the beginning of 
the junior year. This statement^ ^ 
takes no account of the ^ork" 
that under favorable conditH>hs 
may be done, by the teacher-stu- 
dent on the junior year's workj 
This co-ordination — ridding the 
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machine of "lost motion" — will in 
inan\ ways be a strong stimulus 
to higher education and even to 
scholarshii). In the first place, it 
will inform the aspiring youlh 
just what is to be done in educa- 
tion, and just how long it will 
take. This will prove a valuable

Ko phnse of the vital subject of w 
tlonal defouso [a of higher significance 
than the prop-isltlon of niilltary horse 
supply. The lalllfoj-y side of American 
life means nuire now tlint the United 
States has, ^irrforce, assuiiied a donii 
nant role in world politics, than It Imsle^ 
In tbb past, It l.<* Rgroed hy farsoolnp 
statesmen that economic and pollttoal 
eventualities will In a decade or so 
force the I'nll 'd States Into a po.slt!oii 
of military U iider.shlp In tho World 
whether that sort ot leadership may 
seem di'sirai>i(> to thi great mtjorltjr 
of the people or not. 

It Is hardly necessary to say thnt 
the great war proved that, more than 
ever Is the herse, atfd the right sort 
of horso, indlspenstl^ .to the success 
ful prosccatioii of odittary operations. 
It Is only repetlttotf'^ say that the 
strategy of tha Amarie&n expedition 
ary force In Fronee but year and the 
year before was repwttedly iuid sert 
otuly embarrassed |7- the traefol In 
safllclency of Its liorM..e4ulpm«nt and 
of the dlscoun-.glng Inefficiency of the 
horses that were Sent overseas by th<> 
hardworked n mount division of the 
army on this s'Ae, albeit these an!mnl!< 
wore the very best the country had to 
send. They Wt.>re the, combings of the 
entire country. 

Supply z! Allies Depleted. 

Tho cniban -smont of the nrml^.o of 
tho powers r? ^delated with the Uni- 
ted States In t le strupRle acalnst (!ei^ 
man world di):nluatioQ was not k(i 
great as was Hint experieiired by tho 
forces ot Pershing, but it v.as scrlo.is 
nevertheless. The horse supply or 
Great Britain and ITiiince, although 
reinforced by tremendous importa- 
tions from tho United States, South 
America, South Africa, Canada and 
' Australia, had been terribly depleted 
by the casus It !es of three years of 
fighting by the time bur armies bo- 
otfuir formbla^e. Kd replacensants 
were ovaliable. 

Thousands < f fine young lives were 
sacrificed In llio titanic stnifrgle that 
raged from tl'.e Kngllsh channel to the 
frontier of Snltiorland from the be- 
ginning of 1013 to the middle of No- 
vember becnM!:o the underhorslng of 
allied artllleiy llraltcd the protection 
that artillery ; liould have rendered to 
the attacking infuniry. Ludendorf re- 
peatedly refer.': in his story of tlie Oer- 
man defeat to merciful paust^s (merci- 
ful to the hnvi] pressod German nrni.v) 
In the rrench. l!rlll-ili and .Vnicrienn 
atlack that c iiiltled lila ediiiiiiiiiKk'r.s 
to extricate li:ir,l fiKhtlns divisions 
from perildii.'; imsitions tl-.at were ne- 
cessitalcd hy tie; Inability of tlie at- 
tacking artillery and transport sserv- 
ices to keep pace with the advancing 
Infantry. 

Unnocessory hardship had to be en- 
dured by the combat troops of the ad- 
vancing forec^ of cirlllsatlon because 
poor horsing In the traniiport services 
rendered imp::.4stble the bringing up of 
supplies in punctual mnitary fashion. 

The fruits cf victory iirere lost time 
and again because of the impossibility 
of promptly r>xplolting the achieve- 
ments of Infantry by the employment 
of Inrgo bodies of cavalry. The lack 
of cavalry a! St. Mihiel, at phntenu 
Thierry, in tli'- Argonne and at Sedan 
made Ani<!rle:iii olllcers steeped In tlie 
traditions of Korrost and Stnart, of 
Pieasanton and .Sheridan fairly cry. 
There were sune so called cavalry reg- 
iments In the A. R. F., but lliey were 
not cavalry. At no time was a single 
American cavalry regiment mounted. 

-VIetery Would Hava Biitn Qrsat 

Even the cavolry of the British and 
French armies, which had been fairly 
well horsed at the beginning of the 
war and more carefully conserved than 
bad been the cnvalry of the other mem- 
bers of the antl-Oerman alliance, was 
found wholly insufficient to push home 
victory and convert more defeats of 
the German nrndes Into routs In com- 
parison wltli which tho French disas- 
ters of .Sedan and Jfotz In 1870 would 
have been coimidered by., the military 
writers of tlK^ future as orderly mili- 
tary operatlon.s. 

The entente allies and tho United 
States had abont llireo and a half mil- 
lion soldiers in the field on the ncst- 
ern front in October, 1018, when tliey 
began to press tlie previously siiccouj- 
ful Geiinans bnclt toward the Illiino in 
deadly earnest. If 300,000 to ."KHIOdO 
of tiicse fl^litins; nwn had been ctivalry 
mounted on liiiif bred hor.so.s, ilic litjt 
military opinion In this country :iri(; 1 1 
France and Great Britain holds, tlie 
German defeat would have bcca the 
most complete and most humiliating 
idefeat In ^niilitary history. Tlier^ 
wonid have been no fairly orderly 
wltbdrawai of the soldiers of the (jer- 
,ni.aii Crown Prince, of Rupprecht, the 
Brute, of Van Oalwitz, of Von Arnim 
and of Von Boebn across tha Uhlne to 
be received at home as unbeaten he- 
roes.

H. C L. ConnustqM Sends Out 

Bulletin Covering Price Condi- 
tions In Two Staples 

Tlic High Cost of Living Coin- 
mission, which was named by the 
Governor, to look into high 
prices, is sending out bulletins in 
regard to prices of foodstuffs. 
Most of its investigations arc 
dealing with prices in Louisville, 
but it wants the i)eoi)lc of the 
state to know what it is dung, 
.iiul rc'([i:ests tlie press to givi' 
|)ul)!icity. 'I'he latest bulletin 
deals with sugar and flour, two 
necesary staples. The Commis- 
sion says : 

Tiie High Cost Living Com 
mission is still receiving a great 
many complaints about the high 
price of sugar. The price of sug- 
ar in the city of Louisville ranges 
ail the way from 11c to 28c per 
pouiul. The dealers who sell the 
liij^h price sugar claim that the 
wholesaler cannot or will not fur- 
nisli I'^astern sugar and that they 
are charging from 18c to 20c i)er 
pound wholesale, for the Louisi- 
ana sugar. XVe cannot under- 
stand why they can't et Eastern 
sugar at Mastern prices in this 
district. A great many of the 
complainants seem to feel that 
there is a falsification somewhere 
and th.at the scarcity of sugar as 
heretofore suggested so artilical- 
ly was for the purpose of selling 
the high price sugar this market, 
therefore the Commission has 
started an investigation which 
will reach from Louisville to 
Washington and "will report llu 
result to the people of I .i uisville 
thr.iiigh the press as it di vilo])s, 
W e note an erroneous statement 
has been circulated with refer- 
enc to the Sugar Board. The 
Sugar Board still ha? juridiction 
over sugar and sugar prices and 
we are going to re{|uest' that said 
board take up the Louisville situ- 
ifion and use our best endeavors 
ti) ,L;et ["astern sugar into this 
ni;:iket il the wholesaler can be 
iiKhued to hamlle it. W'e do not 
believe that it i:; imi)ossible to get 
Eastern sugar that can be sold al 
the i»sual sugar profit, for 12c 
pound therefore we are in hope- 
of being able to fix a price at not 
more than 12c within the near fu- 
ture. 

It is only fair to state that the 
retailers, we liiid from our inves 
tigation, are not always jirofi- 
teeriiig in siig.ir and other staples 
but are oblig -d to pay, in many 
case, these exorbitant prices to 
the jobber, and that the jobber in 
some instances in turn are not 
l)r()fitcering but likewise have to 
pay exorbitant prices to the pro- 
di'cer making it necess.-iiy tli.it 
the eorreetion of the pres( tit con- 
dition v.ill have to take fil.uc at 
the S(nircc of production making 
it exceedingly difficult for this 
Commission as they arc most al- 
ways outside of our juridiction 
but where local profiteering is 
prevailing or where prices are 



charged or based on replacement 
basis instead of the actual cost, 
the district attorneys will begin 
prosecutions. " 

This commission fails to see 
any reason ofr a raise in flour at 
this time. The U. S. Grain Cor- 
poration having just announced 
the purchase of straight. Hour at 
prices ranging frcjiii ^.20 to 
^).25 per barrel and a former e- 
port sent out by an expert from 
Washington that the best patent 
could be made and sold for $10.25 
to $10.50 per barrel, allowing the 
miller 25c per barrel profit. The 
fact that wheat prices are a little 
s;ronger does not justify the 
large millers who own and con- 
trol millions of bu>liels cf wheat 
that has cost them from $2.-10 to 
$2.15 per bushel to charge the 
public the price they are now pay- 
ing to sa^ nothing of an increase 
of 50c per barrel. Since the an- 
nouncement made by a large 
I-ouisville milling company, we 
liufl that standard br.inds of Hour 
is being sold for as low as $10.50 
per b.irrel and th.it it is certain 
that the millers who furnish the 
retailer either dirict or through 
jobbers have been and are now 
making a profit on their flour. 
However, if the Louisville miller 
insists upon an advance in jirices 
he being the large>t of about two 
hundred in,illers of the same 
gr.ade of tliiur in tiii.-> district, i.> 
usually followed by the smaller 
millers in advancing jirices, but 
we do not believe that the gov- 
ernment will preniit any of the 
millers to advance prices always 
having insisted upi u goods being 
sold at a fair proi'it without con- 
sidering rcplacrment v.iliie. \\"i 
are satisfied that the public will
